Sunday, the interest for which we 
convene, would be smothered, and 
when the Sabbath appears, the number 
would be meagre, and the meetings 
would be uninteresting. 

It shows that the great interest of 
the convention is merely intended lo 
have a good time in meeting old class- 
mates and friends, and to do an amount 
of courting. That is contrary to the 
purpose for which our conventions are 
held, for the letter ol' the Constitution 
reads: "We, deaf-mutes of the New 
England Slates, boing desirous of 
forming an association, in order to 

promote the highest interests and gen- 
eral welfare of our community, do 
hereby pledge ourselves to be govern- 
ed by the following Constitution and 
By-LaWB, etc." Is havine; a good 
time only, in harmony with the Con- 
stitution? If it is the intent of the 
deaf unites of New England to enjoy 
a reunion and discuss petty subjects, 
it shows that their conventions have no 
object in view. Then' has never been 
written a paper in the interest of the 
deaf of New Knedand. Other States 
convene for the object of promoting 
the highest interests and the welfare of 
the deaf by reading papers on different 
subjects. I, for one, feel very much 
ashamed to read of the subjects to he 
discussed in convention in New Fork 
and Pennsylvania, and there is no 
paper to be read at the com in:;' conven- 

tion of the New England Gallaudet 
Association. 

Furthermore, the deaf, in general, 
make an excuse of not, attending the 

convention, because it opeics on Mon- 
lay. Good excuse!!' Should a ball 
rame be played on Monday, following 

the Sabbath, bow many would avail 

themselves of the opportunity? and,

oust uli, the match occurred, in the 

presence of hundreds of spectators, at 
the loot of West 107th Street, North 
River, from which the start was made 
at :i : 

Before the race commenced, Morris 

1 lanneinan and Adolph Keininger were 
appointed as time-keepers, while Henry 
Kircher, Max Kohler and Bernard 
Gallagher, devoted their time to at- 
tending to I ho work o( the contestants. 
As Starter Keininger was about to" 
take his handkerchief out of his poc- 
ket but was not ready to drop it down 
to give the swimmers a signal, w hen 
they immediately plunged into the 
briny water of the American Rhine, 
and the race went on. They were 
followed by boats, which contained 
their trainers, backers, etc. Billy 
MeVea captured the lead, closely fol- 
lowed by Steve Sinclair, who was his 
dangerous rival, but while MeVea was 
interfered with by the fellows in the 
boats, Sinclair gained the lead which 
he constantly kept and also increased.
